It was on February 23, 471 

years ago, that Johann Guten¬ 
berg died, leaving to the world 
the precious gift of a revolution¬ 
ary process—the means of print¬ 
ing with movable type. In today’s 
high speed presses, Gutenberg 
would hardly recognize the de¬ 
scendant of the process he de¬ 
veloped, but he could appreciate 
the present search for an abund¬ 
ant ,low-cost supply of paper on 
which to print. Yet even in this 
field, modern inventiveness is 
bringing a long-standing hope 
nearer reality. A few days ago 
in Pittsburgh, test runs of a new 
kind of newsprint were pro¬ 
nounced highly satisfactory. Made 
from old newspapers, magazines, 
poster sheets, carbon paper, and 
other scrap paper, it is both 
stronger and cheaper than the 
wood pulp variety. If it stands 
up under further tests, it will 
bring to a happy climax the 15 
years of experiments which the 
research chemist, Dr. F. W. 
Hochstetter, has been carrying 
on. Furthermore, it should help 
America declare her independ¬ 
ence of costly imported paper. 

In 1880 per capita consump¬ 
tion of paper in the United States 
was 20 pounds a year.

been held up to us as an example 
of what we should and should 
not do, in matters of government.

Just now it would be most 
timely, and appropriate, to re¬ 
examine his farewell address and 
his admonition to avoid all for¬ 
eign entanglements.

The world struggle 
for dominance centers in Europe 
and the war for survival cannot 
be indefinitely postponed. We 
have nothing to gain—and cer¬ 
tainly we would lose immeasur¬ 
ably—by throwing our military 
and economic resources into the 
struggle. Yet, notwithstanding 
denials by the President and 
the State Department, it is a 
fact that we have tacit under¬ 
standings with France and Eng¬ 
land that we will come to the 
rescue when and if they are as¬ 
sailed by the dictator nations. 

Washington would have regard¬ 
ed such commitments as sheer 
folly. He would hold that we 
could make a far greater con¬ 
tribution to the peace of Europe 
and of the world by remaining 
entirely aloof, and completely 
ignoring the fire and brimstone 
threats of Hitler, Mussolini, Sta¬ 
lin, Franco and all the etceteras 
of the greater and lesser sabre 
rattlers of Europe and Asia. Yet 
we are in the mixup far deeper 
than the masses of American 
people are allowed to know.

FABRICS by the yard 


The average American in in¬ 
dustrial or commercial or profes¬ 
sional life divides his 168 hour 
week approximately like this—40 
hours work, 56 hours sleep, and 
72 hours leisure. 

Speaking of costs, two recent 
sets of figures offer very en¬ 
lightening reading. One comes 
from the Consumers’ Union, the 
other from the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange. Consumers’ 
Union, like consumer cooperatives, 
is wont to chastise private enter¬ 
prise for its advertising and 
sales costs, which, it alleges, 
make the thingse we buy unduly 
expensive .But the facts tell a 
different story. In its recent re¬ 
port, Consumers' Union savs it 
spent 44 per cent of total income 
in manufacturing expense, 22 per 
cent in administrative expenses, 
and 34 per cent in advertising, 
promotion, and other sales costs. 
But the California fruit growers’ 
organization, in marketing the 
largest orange crop in the 45 
years of its existence, spent only 
4.5 per cent of its gross sales 
for the combined cost of market¬ 
ing and advertising! This is one- 
eighth the sales cost of an or¬ 
ganization which constantly criti¬ 
cizes the high cost of selling and 
advertising. The evidence indi-

Virtually all of them fur¬ 
nish technical data and analyses 
to legislators which are of in¬ 
estimable value in securing sound, 
workable legislation. And it is 
safe to say that without the 
"Third House,” the other two 
lawmaking houses would probably 
labor twice as long and not half 
as effectively. 

There are unscrupulous lobby¬ 
ists ,too, who, if reports are cor¬ 
rect, have resorted to bribery and 
corruption — and undoubtedly 
there are far too many. But that

exposes and the efforts of certain 
lobbyists to jockey certain other 
lobbyists into tight spots where 
they will have difficulty in oper¬ 
ating, but the unhappy fact re¬ 
mains that if the Legislature is 
stampeded into enacting such 
laws they may do far more bad 
than good. 

The major fault in most of the 
lobby-reform-legislation is that it 
fails to distinguish between the 
legitimate and the corrupt—and 
fails utterly to place any effec¬ 
tive curb on the dishonest lobby¬ 
ist, who can operate in bars, hotel 
suites and private dining rooms, 
while placing drastic restrictions 
on representatives of legitimate 
enterprises and deserving public 
organizations who come to the 
Legislature, openly and honestly, 
to discuss legislative problems. 

California agriculture has a 
vital interest in the lobbyist issue 
because hundreds of bills con¬ 
sidered at each session of the 
Legislature have either direct or 
indirect bearing on the wel are 
of the farming industry.

Clean Hands Are Safe Travellers 


SPHERE is an old saying that 
* "Satan finds some mischief 
for idle hands to do." Our modern 
men of medicine add that busy 
hands, too, are capable of a good 
deal of mischief—if they are not 
kept perfectly clean. Hands can 
be dreadful trouble makers, un¬ 
wittingly, because they “get 
around” a lot. They cover more 
distance, come to think of it, than 
the feet in their endless move¬ 
ments in connection with work 
and with play. 

Hands travel to the nose to 
catch a sudden sneeze and to the 
mouth to cover a cough. They are 
In constant contact with other peo¬ 
ple's hands, with doorknobs, trol¬ 
ley car straps, books, utensils— 
thousands of objects every day. 
In addition they touch food and 
In the case of children sometimes 
go right into the mouth. 

It is evident therefore that 
these hands, even while engaged 
in useful and praiseworthy work. 


can transmit bacteria. Handwash¬ 
ing is one of the most important 
activities in our daily lives. It is 
without doubt Rule Number One 
in modern hygiene. A thorough 
scrub-up before meals should be 
made a habit, and so should a 
good lathering before food hand¬ 
ling of any sort is begun. 

Although we are taught to wash 
hands from childhood up, few peo¬ 
ple really know how to do it cor¬ 
rectly. A lot of “licks and prom¬ 
ises” sometimes pass by the name 
of washing, but they do not pass 
muster with the doctor, nor ■with 
a sound sense of safety.

You probably noticed the large 
number of young Jipanese folk 
in Sierra Miare over the week¬ 
end . . They were here to par- 
ticipnte in the Associated Chris¬ 
tian Youth convention held at 
Bethany Church . . about 325 of 
them . . from all over Southern 
California. Their sincerity an-! 
profound desire to become better 
citizens and Christians touched 
all who attended the convention 
sessions . . ind many, many non- 
Japanese were interested in the 
meetings . . particularly the last 
one Sunday evening at the pub¬ 
lic school auditorium when 500 
people listened to Rev. Donald 
Blackie talk . . That wis a good 
‘crowd for Sierra Madre on a 
i Sunday evening. These young 
1 people, like many of the ’ older 
Japanese, are extremely antagon¬ 
istic toward the warlords of their 
native land. Their faith in Chris¬ 
tianity is evinced by the fact 
that they gave up native habits, 

I customs, language . . often in the 
1 face of parental disapproval . . to 
learn to love all humanity. 

A new series of three-cent 
stamps was offered to the letter 
writing public on Saturday. The 
occasion for this auspicious event 
was. of course, the opening of the 
Golden Gate International Expo¬ 
sition at San Francisco . Against 
a sky of soft purple a high tower 
stretches into the sky, flanked by 
trees and in the foreground a 
I pool of lavendar water reflects the 
sky-scraper . . At this point, it 
might he well to say that the 
preceding describes the new 
stamp, not the sky as it might 
appear at Treasure Island . . 

though at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago the sky was criss-crossed 
with so many flashes of colored 
light that it depended on where 
you happened to stand whether 
you saw a pink sky or a Kelly 
green one . . Governor Culbert 
Olson sent out a very fancy of¬ 
ficial proclamation declaring Sat- 
urda a legal holiday. The State 
seal and all was on it, with the 
Governor’s and other official sig¬ 
natures. But it stared out at a 
rather disinterested public from 
THE NEWS window. As far as 
we know one adult stopped to 
see what it said . . And it might 
have been a proclamation sum¬ 
moning a posse, or warning of 
an impending great danger .

.round the city hall. While therr 
■.re nine types of fingerprints, the 
nost common is the loop type . . 
Prints are taken of each finger, 
‘hen a classification is made of 
each. The number of ridges be¬ 
tween the “core” or center of the 
fingerprint, and the "delta,” the 
dividing point, shaped like the 
Greek letter, are counted. This 
number, Chief McMillan told us 
varies from one to as high as 
25 ridges. When each print has 
been examined the classification 
is made, and. out of about eight 
million prints on file at Wash¬ 
ington. DC., there are probably 
one hundred with the same classi¬ 
fication However, examination of 
the individual prints reveals that 
human fingerprints are never 
duplicated ... In our “unscien¬ 
tific" manner we examined our 
i fingers and discovered that we 
i belong to the common "loop” type 
j with 14 ridges on our right 
thumb . .

The phrase, “There’s no place like 
home,” might be changed to read, 
“There’s no place as dangerous as 
home!” Although most of us feel 
safe at home, statistics show that 
more than fifty per cent of all acci¬ 
dents occur at home. According to 
the National Safety Council, the 
great majority take the form of 
falls, causing injuries which in 
many cases might have been easily 
prevented. 

Take a safety tour through your 
home. Is there a loose rug at the top 
of a stair case that might cause a 
fall? Are the stairs well lighted? 
Their light should be controlled by a 
two-way switch so that it may be 
turned on both from the bottom and 
the top. You should never have to 
grope up da k. stairs. That’s an in¬ 
vitation to a fall. 

Light is an accident prevention 
measure all through the house. All 
rooms should have the kind of 
•witches so that light may be turned 
on from any entrance. Stumbling 
through the gloom to turn on a lamp 
is another way to court an accident. 

Light your clothes closets, too. 
Then you won’t fall over anything 
that might be on the floor, and you 
won’t run the risk of falling off the 
chair which you had to climb upon to 
feel on a shelf for something you 
couldn’t see in the dark. The best 
way to deal with accidents is to pre¬ 
vent them, so it will pay you to make 
your home as accident-proof as pos-
